During February it is normal for money to be a little 
firmer than in January. Thus far, however, there has been 
little evidence of seasonal expansion of ‘commercial de- 
mands. Money in circulation, after declining steadily during 
January to the seasonal low point on January 29, increased 
rather sharply during the first two weeks of February, but 
lost nearly half of this increase in the last two weeks. Ac- 
companying three successive weeks of increase in brokers’ 
loans amounting to $82,000,000, total collateral loans of 
New York banks increased $123,000,000, but as “all other” 
loans declined by $171,000,000, there was a net decline in 
total loans amounting to $48,000,000. 

Lacking a demand from customers for funds, banks 
continued to increase their investments, the total increase 
for New York banks for the four weeks ended February 28 
amounting to $159,000,000, of which $67,000,000 was in 
United States government securities and $92,000,000 in 
other securities. 

Similarly, figures of the Federal Reserve Banks con- 
tinue to reflect a very easy position. On February 25 mem- 
| ber bank borrowings amounting to $190,000,000 were the 
|lowest for the year, and total Federal Reserve credit out- 
standing was the lowest since August, 1924.—National City 
Bank Bulletin.
